Can Widow«r Take Widow'* Benefits 


Equity proceedings to recover from 


the Cigarmakers' International Union 
of America and the local Union, No. 
316, McShero-stown. the sum of $550, 
death benefits for the demise of his 
wife, have been instituted by F. X. 
Little, McSherrystown, through his 
attorneys Swope & Swope. The case 
is an unusual one and is of consider- 
able interest to cigarmakers' unions 
throughout this section of the State. 


The claim of the plaintiff is for a 


death benefit under a provision of the 
constitution of the union which says, 
"If the decedent shall have been a

The Xew York Monuments Com- 


mission \isited Gettysburg the end 
of last week and were here for se\- 
eral days.
